As her character makes a life-changing 
decision, actress Eve Morey advises 
her to proceed with greater caution... 





hen Sonya first mooted the 
idea of being a surrogate for 
her best mates Steph and 
Mark, we couldn’t help but 
think that she was stark raving bonkers! Of 
course, it was a generous thing to do, and 
she would be making their dreams come true 
— but the couple have only been together 
for five minutes, and their relationship 
isn’t exactly rock solid at the moment. 

This week, the saga takes another turn 
when Steph finds out that her eggs are 
no longer viable — prompting Sonya to 
impulsively offer up hers! And as we get 
on the phone to Australia for a chat with 
actress Eve Morey, who plays Sonya, she 
admits that she’s been struggling to get 
her head around Sonya’s offer, too... 

“As soon as I heard about this story, 
I knew it was going to be trouble!” she 
tells us. “I understand that with Sonya’s 
generosity of spirit she would want to do 
this, and I’m totally pro-surrogacy. But 
I have to say that my initial reaction was, 
‘Steph and Mark? Really?’. Personally I’d 
have said, ‘Let’s wait 12 months and if you’re 
still going strong, we'll do it then’. However, 
Sonya wants to help them straight away, 
which left me a little bit terrified!” 

Although Sonya insists that she’s given 
the surrogacy due consideration, it’s clear 
that she hasn’t thought at all about offering 
up one of her own eggs to the couple. This 
would make the baby the biological child 
of her and Mark — and worse still, she 
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doesn’t even consult husband Toadie 
before making the suggestion! 

“She doesn’t do that on purpose,” insists 
Eve. “She can see how disappointed Mark 
is that the surrogacy won’t be able to go 
ahead now, and she’s more just thinking 
out loud. She does back it up by saying 
that she’d have to talk to Toadie about 
it first. But Mark lets slip to Toadie, who 
then confronts Sonya about contemplating 
the idea without speaking to him. He feels 
betrayed by that — it’s a powerful scene.” 

We'll just have to wait and see whether 
Toadie and Steph will be on board with 
their other halves basically having a baby 
together. But Eve’s not sure that her alter 
ego will really be able to give up the baby 
at the end of the pregnancy. 

“Sonya reckons she’s thought it all 
through,” she reveals. “She’s giving her 
best friends the greatest gift in the world — 
but can she carry a baby for nine months, 
then watch it grow up across the street? 
She already has issues about abandoning 
her son Callum years ago, and although 
that was for different reasons, I don’t know 
if she’s quite accepting the reality of the

“T actually don’t like all the 
dramatic and emotional stuff,” 
she confesses. “I get so involved, 4 
especially with Toadie and Sonya’s im | 
relationship, that I just think, ‘Oh yy 
my gosh, what’s with all this turmoil 
and angst?’. I do worry for them. But at 
the same time I want to keep my job!” 

The surrogacy storyline would mean 
potentially adding a new baby into the 
mix, which would certainly make things 
interesting on set. Eve already works with 
young actress Scarlett Anderson, who plays 
her screen daughter Nell, as well as having 
a daughter, Ivy, at home. And she admits to 
finding parenting a two-year-old a challenge. 

“Scarlett is so easy-going and gorgeous,” 
she grins. “And my little girl Ivy is all those 
things and more. My husband [former 
Neighbours star Jonathon Dutton, who 
played Tad Reeves] was quite an intense 
kid, but we didn’t think we’d get him in a 
female form!

Damilola Taylor in Peckham, 


south London, left the 

nation reeling. Damilola’s 
heartbroken parents Richard and Gloria 
were regularly in the papers and on 
television appealing for witnesses to 
come forward, and it took nearly six 
years to convict his killers. 

This feature-length drama tells the story 
from the perspective of the Taylor family, 
from Gloria’s return to the UK from Nigeria 
in August 2000, through the murder of 
Damilola and the effect it had on the family. 
They presented a united front for the 
cameras, but in private they struggled to 
cope with their grief and anger over the 
senseless death of Damilola (played here 
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by Sammy Kamara), and the constant 
setbacks in the murder investigation. 

“When | heard about this role, | thought 
it should be me because | felt so much 
affinity in terms of my background and 
where | come from,” reveals actor Babou 
Ceesay, who plays Richard Taylor in the 
film. “’}d come to London and | was 


actually studying microbiology at the time, 


and | remember that day and that period, 
very viscerally. Being a fellow African who 
had the transition coming into the UK and 


“T found myself 
getting a lot 

more angry than 
I thought I would” 
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trying to fit into this society, and that 
moment when culturally you’re so 
different that actually you stick out.” 

The programme makers conducted 
thorough research by speaking to Richard 
(sadly, Gloria died in 2008) and people 
who knew the family at the time, and 
made these documents available to the 
cast to help them with their preparation. 

“| spent a lot of time with their dossier,” 
shares Babou. “I guess it just came down 
to trying to connect with Damilola. There 
were a couple of things in it that | found 
very difficult, which I’d rather not talk 
about, but | found myself getting a lot 
angrier than | thought | would. It really had 
me questioning things and getting upset.” 

While the film was made with Richard’s 
consent and support, he preferred not to 
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visit the set, so Babou didn’t actually 
meet him until after filming had wrapped. 

“Early on, | said | wanted to meet him,” 
he recalls. “And then Euros [Lyn, the 
director] floated the idea that | shouldn’t. 
| resisted it at first, but he said that what 
we’re doing will never amount to what 
Richard actually went through, that we 
have to treat it with the respect of being 
a drama and approach it from that angle, 
and | thought that made sense. 


“So | had a little bit more freedom to trust 
my own instincts as a fellow West African,” 


continues Babou. “Coming from a family 
that’s very similar, and having a little 
brother and being a father myself, | just 
thought, ‘Well, I’ll try to see where that 
would take me’ — but it was overwhelming 
and wonderful to finally meet Richard.”

education, have they read the
